You will Be Shocked and Amazed

| check into Facebook every day. | am inter- 
ested in what my friends are doing. Daily, they post 
links to videos that will “shock and amaze.” Usually, 
these are cats playing the piano, or puppies chewing 
on garden tools. Have our senses and intellect been 
so dulled that we have lost touch with what should 
actually move us emotionally? When | found a 19" 
century textbook at a yard sale, | was shocked and 
amazed by the possibility that we may have over- 
looked and failed to pursue an entirely different 
mode of communication. 


We live in a less than ideal world. It is because of the advance of communica- 
tions technology: Radio, telephone, satellite, fiber optics, etc. We could be free of an- 
swering machines, Facebook, e-mail. We could be regularly conversing with other civ- 
ilizations and worlds. We should have been able to do this right now, without any elec- 
tronics or appurtenances, today. Ahhh, what we've missed. 


As the Eighteenth Century drew to a close, the British were fighting a war in Af- 
ghanistan. In those times, communications consisted of signal flags, fires and mes- 
sengers. When the British made battle plans, natives at distant outposts knew about 
them immediately. "Had we sent out our swiftest messengers, we would have been 
much too late," said Lt. C. J. Forbes, "we scoured the hilltops for signs of fires or flags. 
We even bribed them with great sums of money. Nothing would pry the secret from 
them. They seem to look upon it as a religious possession." 


Roger DuPuis was an official in the Dutch East Indies in the early nineteenth 
century. "When there was a shipwreck, or a murder on a distant island, the natives 
knew of it immediately," Dupuis recounted, "months later, a ship would arrive, the trav- 
elers breathless with the news, but we already knew."

With an exception for 160 meters, cards for all current and deleted entities dating back to November 15, 1945 can be 
checked.

Meet the Member: 
It’s Joe, K5KT! 


Joe credits two people for stirring his interest in ham radio: His uncle, 
for giving him a radio to fix “it needed a speaker and a tube,” says Joe, 
and his cousin who had his novice ticket. With an Instructograph bor- 
rowed from that cousin, also named Joe, now an MD and W5ULV, Joe 
learned Morse Code and got his Novice license when he was 14 and 
his General at 15. 


Born and raised in Southeast Louisiana, Joe’s family ran a 10 acre farm, growing strawberries, several varieties of 
peppers, beans, cucumbers and more. “It was backbreaking work and it didn’t appeal to me,” he recalled. Graduat- 
ing from a local college with a BS in math, that same year Joe married his high-school sweetheart Peggy, joined the 
Air Force and got his commission as a second lieutenant. Joe’s first assignment was at Keesler AFB, just 110 miles 
from home, learning about (military) ground electronics and heavy radar. 


After a brief assignment in Missile Guidance in NE Texas, he was sent to Mountain Home AFB in Idaho as a 
Ground Electronics Officer to crew the Titan 1 ICBM. “Fortunately, | was assigned OUT of 'Missiles' when | was 
sent to Northern California in the mid 60's to work with computer support for the SR-71 Blackbird, including the mis- 
sion recording system and related reconnaissance systems.” 


Fast forward and Joe has obtained an MS degree in Computer Science from 
the University of Utah in Salt Lake City, and was then fortunate in being as- 
signed to the Pacific Command Headquarters in Hawaii during the Viet Nam 
conflict (where he was KH6IGJ) working for Admiral John S. McCain, father of 
Senator John McCain, keeping up with the status of our forces in the Pacific 
and supplying the CINC's (Commander-in-Chief, Pacific Command) briefers 
with the information they needed to describe the daily activities of the entire 
Pacific Command (and into the Indian Ocean). 


From there, he was sent to the Washington DC area where he worked in com- 
puter support, network systems, and early development of what was to be- 
come the Internet. In the late ‘70’s he was sent to Southern California to the 
Space and Missile Systems Organiza- 
tion and Special Projects at Los Ange- 
les Air Force Base in El Segundo. He 
retired five years later after a little over Bey

nently. 


Joe has two daughters; Debbie was born in 1964 in Mountain Home, Idaho, 
and Jean, born at Beale AFB, California in 1968. Both daughters live near- 
by in Orange County. Joe has two grandsons, now 21 and 14. Peggy, never |/ 
a smoker, died in 1999 after battling double lung cancer for four years. 


He now spends his time working DX with his FlexRadio 6700, Alpha amp 
and a SteppIR DB-42, growing world-class tomatoes and traveling with Mari- 
an, his wife of nearly 11 years.
